The strateg y of this mov e is obv iou s. Mon ­ 
opoly baitin g an d tru st bu stin g hav e been pop­ 
u lar in America ev er sin ce the first Roosev elt. 
Nothin g will be more calcu lated to in du ce Con ­ 
g ress to forg et its differen ces abou t New Deal 
leg islation th an a fiesta of tru st bu stin g . En e­ 
mies of the New Deal hav e been u n kin d en ou g h 
to say th a t the adm in istration hopes by this 
m ethod to div ert the blame for the recession from 
New Deal policies to big bu sin ess. Frien ds of 
the adm in istration say of cou rse th at in attem pt­ 
in g to cu rb mon opoly it is actin g in the in terests 
of “the people.” 
As a m atter of fact most American s are ag ain st 
priv ate mon opoly . They w an t n o dictatorship of 
big bu sin ess for ou r econ omic society an y more 
th an they w an t a federal dictatorship for iden ­ 
tical pu rposes. Yet it m ig ht be ju st as well to 
look at the record of the past fiv e y ears so far 
as big bu sin ess an d hig h prices are con cern ed. 
We hav e heard a g reat deal of criticism of 
econ omic roy alists. At the same time, m an y poli­ 
cies of the New Deal hav e seemed to fav or big 
bu sin ess at the ex pen se of the little fellow. 
Throu g h the NRA, big bu sin ess was afforded op­ 
portu n ity for collectiv e ag reem en t which th re at­ 
en ed to take it bey on d the pale of the an ti-tru st 
law. Fu rtherm ore the efforts of the Blu e Eag le 
an d other g ov ern men tal ag en cies to raise costs 
an d prices, operated to the adv an tag e of big bu s­ 
in ess an d ag ain st little bu sin ess — becau se the 
small plan t’s chief relian ce for keepin g in bu si­ 
n ess at all is its ability to u n dersell the big fel­ 
low. 
Ag ain the tax theories of the New Deal hav e 
been pretty mu ch ag ain st small bu sin ess. The 
ex cess profits tax is a g ood ex ample. This law 
prohibits the small bu sin ess m an from settin g 
aside fu n ds to ex pan d his activ ities or to carry 
him throu g h possible rain y day s, while big bu si­ 
n ess with its hu g e reserv es already accu m u lated 
has had a big adv an tag e. Raisin g the price of 
coal throu g h the Gu ffey commission is an other 
ex ample. 
. Taken all in all, the record of the New Deal to 
e has n ot been at all ag ain st big bu sin ess. 


For a time it sou g ht to weaken the an ti-tru st act 
an d its ev ery effort has been to raise prices, 
som ethin g it n ow charg es ag ain st big bu sin ess. 
The New Deal cry to battle was sou n ded re­ 
cen tly ag ain st mon opoly an d hig h prices by As­ 
sistan t Attorn ey Gen eral Jackson . All the old 
‘‘war horses,” howev er, were n ot impressed to 
the poin t where they were ready to charg e in to 
battle. Gen eral Hu g h John son , keeper of the 
on ce m u ch adv ertised Blu e Eag le, in a radio ad­ 
dress dev oted to Mr. Jackson ’s speech said: 
“By a whole clu ster of policies deliberately 
an d open ly in ten ded to in crease the labor cost 
of produ ction it (the New Deal) did more to in ­ 
crease prices th an an y other sin g le cau se th a t 
has operated. Hig h price an d hig h cost lie di­ 
rectly at the door of this adm in istration an d n o­ 
body else u n der the su n .”

The ru ral commu n ity is a merchan disin g , social 
an d cu ltu ral cen ter. It serv es the people of the town 
an d of the farm homes su rrou n din g the town . It 
creates real estate v alu es for both town an d farm 
property . 
These real estate v alu es prov ide for 
schools an d g ov ern men t which are su pported by 
tax es. 


Of these three fu n ction s of the ru ral commu n ity 
the first essen tial is that of a merchan disin g cen ter. 
W ithou t the places in which to bu y an d sell, withou t 
merchan disin g facilities, the town wou ld n ot lon g 
ex ist, an d with its passin g wou ld g o property v alu es, 
both in the town an d on the farm s. The schools, 
stores, ban ks, n ewspapers an d all thin g s which make 
for a social an d cu ltu ral life for the people wou ld, in 
time, disappear. 


It is the ru ral town s of America that make, to a 
v ery larg e ex ten t, the differen ce between the cu ltu re 
an d liv in g con dition s of American farm people an d 
the peasan ts of Eu ropean n ation s. It makes the dif­ 
feren ce between the cu ltu re an d opportu n ity of 
American farm homes an d the drab, du ll, mere ex ­ 
isten ce of the av erag e Fren ch farm family . 


There is a con tin u ou s effort to cen tralize merchan ­ 
disin g in the cities. 
Merchan ts an d mail order 
hou ses are seekin g the trade of the cou n try people 
— those of the town s an d farm s — an d are su cceed­ 
in g to a v ery con siderable ex ten t. Their efforts, su p­ 
ported by g ood roads, au tomobiles an d cheap an d 
con v en ien t bu s tran sportation , hav e been respon si­ 
ble for the death of hu n dreds of town s whose mer­ 
chan ts did n ot offer reason able or su ccessfu l com­ 
petition . These town s died becau se their people an d 
those of the su rrou n din g farm s did n ot appreciate 
the v alu e to themselv es of what the town prov ided. 


To promote the town as a merchan disin g cen ter 
is the g reatest serv ice the n ewspaper can ren der its 
commu n ity . To promote those thin g s which will a t­ 
tract people from the su rrou n din g farm s to the 
town , to make them feel welcome an d at home when 
there, to make them realize what the town mean s to 
them, what adv an tag e it offers them, to cau se the 
merchan ts to realize the n eed of better stocks, bet­ 
ter methods of merchan disin g , more attractiv e 
stores — all of these are the prov in ce of the n ews­ 
paper editor who wou ld serv e an d sav e his town , an d 
sav e his n ewspaper. 


On ly the g ood n ewspaper, the on e which is appre­ 
ciated by the people of its commu n ity , the on e with 
in flu en ce an d prestig e, can do su ch a job.
